Spanish Troops Resist the Landing of
Troops From the Steamer Gussie,
but are Forced to Retreat.

Key Wesr, May 18.—The .transport
steamer Gussie, which left here witha
ig expedition for cuba Wedaesday
night, had a lively engagement with the
Spanieh at Cabauas, provice of Pinar
del Rio, yesterddy, but socceeded in
accomplished her mission. The Gussie
carried 7000 rifles and a large amount
of ammunition for the Cubans,

After a rongh vovage the Gussie was
met off the Cuban coust by the anxiliary

gunboats Wasp and Manning, which es- |-

corted her in.

Key Wesr, May 13.—The detaile ,of
the first lJanding of United States regu-
lars on Cuban soil € few miles west of
Havana yesterday show that the troops
entered into tne work with the ntmost
enthusinsm and energy. Two ecore men
who were detailed to go ashore showed
that they appreciated the honor by
Swading in,"”’ literally and figuratively.
Most of the wen were spilled ont of their
boats into the suri, bat dripping west,
from head to foot, they sprung upon the
shelving beach, some of them emptying
the .water out of the muzzles of their
gans, and immediately deployed in the
gkirmizh line, and with a vell started
for the nnderbrosh some thirty or forty
feet away. The Spanairds in the
meantime had begun firing and bul-
lete were cutting the air about
the heads of the boye in biue. The
only person to be touched was J. F. J.
Archibald, now with the San Francisco
Post. A bullet” grazed his left arm, just
barely bringing blood. A shower of
missiles did not stop thelr onward rush
for a moment. Firing as they ran, sol-
diere gained the shelter of trees, adopt-
ing Indian tactics—each man and offi-
cer fighting for himeelf. They gained
the top of the rise, and were able to look
over into the cleared space of a sugar
plantation beyond. There theyv saw
Spanieh troops in full retreat along the
road leading to Havans. They con-
tinned the purenit for nearly two miles,
and the officers had bard work to stop
them then.

Captain Dorst, who had followed the
men ashore, had to order trumpeters to
soundi the recall, as the men had
all dieappeared in the underbrush
and were eagerly chasing the Spaniards.
When they did return they presented
the appearance of a band of Sherman’s
““bunmmers,” coming back from a forag-
ing expedition. Before going into the
fight they had stripped down to trousers,
shirts, hats and boots, both for the sake
of convenience and becance the weather
was sultry. On coming cut of the bush-
es they were wearing articles of Spanigh
clothing, earrying Spanish accoutre-
ments and chewing Spanish tobacco.
Some of them had picked up Mauser
rifles, while one hud a eword belonging
to an officer who had been killed. The
preliminary work of the expedition was
successfully accomplished.

OVATIONS TO
VOLUNTEERS

First Battalion Received Rousing Re-
ceptions on Their Way South.

Saxta Bareana, May 18.—The four
companies of the Oregon volunteers,
each thirty-eight strong, arrived on the
7 o'cloed train and at once marched to
their camning grounde at the Preadio.
Their journey down from Oregon wasa
triumphal progress, and the spoile saved
from the journey were sufficient to fill
their stomachs in camp for sevéral days,

At every station the country folks met
the train with cheers and donations of
things to eat.  The citizens at Ashland
boarded the train and stocked them with
all manner of delicasies. This morning,
as goon he the battalion had laid aside
its complemefe, camp firdd were built
and coffee kettles were soon singing over
the bright binzes. Canned meats, fruoits,
sandwiches and other uomilitary food
were brought out and the battalion
broke their fast. Soperadded to comn-
tribated delicacies were the regolararmy
rations 'which the men carried with
them. Cans of coffee went from hand to
band and Oregon's frst volunteers had
eaten salt of the government.

SCHLEY'S FLEET
‘ORBERED TO SAIL

The Destination Will Be Hm‘n-ua. the
Object Being to Protect Small Ves-
sels There---Spanish Fleet's Des-
tination Cienfugos.

Wasnixerox, May 13.—The nayy de-
pattment was thrown into a etate ot
great excitement today by the official
confirmation of the presence in the Port
de France Martinque of the Spanish
armadea. The cabinet was summoned
and no matters except the fleet’s move-
ment were considered. The first act of
the administration on learning this was
to order Schley’s equadron to sail at
once. Itis believed the egquadron has
orders to go to Havana to protect the
mosquito fleet and small ships which
sinece Sampeon’s equadron sailed bave,
under Commodore Remey, been main-
taining the blockade. The slight differ-
eace in the dizstance between Hampion
Roads and Havana, and between the
latter and Martenique, makes it a race
between the.two fleets, It 1s believed
by navel srrategists thet the destination
of the Spanish fieet is not Porto Rico,
bat Cienfuegos, from which point Ha-
vana ig easy of access by rail. The
Spanish fleet conveys two transport
shipe, carrving troops and abundant
supplies for Blanco.

PLOTTED ATTACK
| ON MANILA

Dewey s Marines May Make a Landing
---Spanish Plots Hatchiog.

Hoxa Koxg, May 13, —The insorgent
general, Gonzales, has communicated
with Admiral Dewey, commanding the
American flzet, urging joint attack on
Manila of the marines and bloe jackets
of the war ehips with a hody of Insor-
gents. Tne fortifications at Cavite,
which are now practically useless, are
guarded by the marines. ‘Jhe SBpanish
troops, including many of the injared,
are in Cavite, a half mile from the fort,
while Gonzales was being taken out to
the Olympia. At 3 o'clock in the morn-
ing the Raleigh fired upon the small
boat by mistake. No damage-was done.

The American officers are much fa-
tigned from unceasing duty and long
watches.

SAMPSON'S
OFFICIAL REPORT

Bombardment Lasted Three Hours and
the Batteries and a Portion of the
City Were Badly Damaged.

Wasmixcrox, May 13.—This- morning
the navy department received the fol-
lowing dispatch from Admirai Sampson,
dated St. Thomas, May 12:

“A portion of the equadron under my
command reached San Juan Chis morn-
ing at daybreak. No armed vessel were
found in port. Asscon as it was sul-
ficiently light I commenced an attack
upon the batteries defending the eity.
This attack lasted abont three hours,
and resnited in moch damage to the
batteries and incidentally to tkre portion
of the city adjacent %o the batteries.
The batteries replied to our fire, but
without material effect. One man was
killed- on board the New York and
several wounded in the equadron, No
serions damage to any ships resulted, '

Admiral Sampeon’s statement that he
attacked with only a partion of his fleet
is taken to indicate that he did not find
it expedient to take the entire squadron
into the harbor, althoogh it 18 not be-
lieved he has divided his fleet. The
ndyy department officials were at a loss
to know how his dispatelr reached St.
Thomas until an Associated Press dis-
patch announced the presence of the
Yale at that place.

CHAOS REIGNS
- AT NEUVITAS

Whole City in Mortal Terror of An At
tack By American Vessels---Gen.
Lopez Sa'ys That Spain Cannot

*  Fight the United States.

New York, May 13.—A dispatch- to
the World from Neuvitas, Coba, by'way
of Fassan, New Providence, says:

Chaos reigns at Nuveitas. Every boat
in the harbor has been jammed into the
narrow channel to be eunk at the first
sign of attack. Two thousand seldiers
guard the entrance, twelve miles from
the city. The Spanish commander told
the starviog citizens to go into the conn-
try, as he could not feed them. Many
eoldiers are joining the insurgents to get
food. Conditions at Puerto Principe are

till worse.

A column of 5000 Spaniards started
for Moron, carrying a flag of truce.
When fired upon by the insurgents, the
commander sent’ word that he was no
longer making war upon the Cubans,
but was going to the coast to fight the
Americans. General Lopez replied :

“*Spain cannot fight the United States
without tighting us, Their war is ours.”
Then he again opened fire. The Bpan-
jards lost 900 men in four days’ march
to the sea,

SPANISH LOSS -
WAS IMMENSE

It Is Admitted That Three Hundred
Were Killed ‘and Six Huodred
Wounded at Manila.

Mapum, May 14.—A Spanish report
from Manila admits, that the Bpanish
lost 300 killed and had 600 wounded
when Dewey annihilated the Spanish
fleet. The dispateh, which was to El
Liberal, wae dated May 9.

It came by epecial steamer to Huog
Kong, Itesays.

“The arsenal has surrendered and
Cavits has been eyacuated by our troops.
The Spanish losses were 300 mean killed

and 600 wonnded. The enemy suffered
considerably, including one officer killed

on the Olywmnpia. The Baltimore was
damaged. Ounr shells did oot burst and
and all the enemy’s shells brust.
“Admirgl Dewey has had a long con-
ference with the foreign consuls. The
Yankees took and burned our merehant
ghips. Corregidor island was betrayed.
“The consunlate assembly is discus-
ging the horrible situation created by
bunger and miserv. We are isolated by
the blockade and are in fear of an attack.

Windom Fired Upon

Last Wednesday.

Wasuixgroy, May 14,—The navy de-
partment has just received a dispatch
from Commodore Remey, at Key West,
confirming the -report of a severeen-
gagement at Cienluegos last Wednesday.
He transmits the report of Captain Mc-
Call, of the Marblehead.

The United States cruiser Marblehead
the gunboat Nashville and the anxiliary
cruiser Windom steamed ap to the har-
bor of Cienfuegos Wednesday morning
with orders to cat the cable connecting
Havana with Santiago de Caba. This
task was accomplished but ouly alter-a
terriffic fight between our warships and
several thousand Spanish, which lined
the shore, concealed behind improvised
breastworks.

SBoon after the arrival of the warshipe
off Cienfuegos, four boats were launched
and proceeded in shore for the purpose
of grappling for the ecable, in order to
cut it. The shipe lay to ahout 1000
yards off shore. It was observed that
the Epanish troops had sssembled
ashore, but it was not known thatthe
heavy guos had been placed 1n & masked
battery and that theeold lighthouse, far
out on a neck of land, bhad been trans-
formed into a formidable fort.

The small boats procezded cautionsly,
and for more than an hoor worked un-
molested on the cable. Whan the work
was about completed the shore battery
fired a shell at the boats. It was fol-
lowed by others and the Spanish infant-
ry openeid fire then with their rifles.
Then like a flagh the Marblehead sent a
ghell inland, and followed with a perfect
abower of shot.
loose with her four-pounder. In the
meanwhile the Spanisk bullets flew in
all directions about the small boats. The
bluejackets were not diemayed, and
protected by the terriffic return fire
from the warships, the work was con-
tinoed until the task of cattingthe ca-
ble was accomplished.

When the boats returned to the ships,
Regan, who was in one of the Marble-
bead’s boatz, of which there were two,
was foucd to have been killed. Six men
were badly wonnded.

The Spaniards had by this time enf-
fered a eevere loes. Their shots from the

The Marblehead and Nashwille ased
their heaviest guns as well as Lheir

troope. On board the ships a nomber
of men were slightly wounded. Com-
mander Washborn Maynard, of the
Nashville, was slightly wounded by a
spent bullet.

One of the cables had been cul when
the Spaniards opened fire. The marines
in the boats replied at once, and ma-
chine guns on the forward lsunch sent
in a elream of bullets, while beavy
shells from the warships drove the
Spaniards trom their rifle pit on shore.
Seven men badly wounded was Lhe
connt, and on them, Regan, died on the
waygback to the ehip.
